This moſt obſtinate Prejudice will Des; - 
ver be removed, but by a LIFE ſuited to the 
Doctrine. was St. Paul's Exhortation to Times 
thy 1 Epiſt. IV. 12: Be thou an Example of the 
Believers in Word, in Converſation, in Chart, , in Spirit, 
in Faith, in Purity. And the fame Apoſtle bids 
Titus, Ch. II. 7. to be a Pattern of good Works, 
&c. that he that is of the contrary part, may be 
aſhamed, havin 5 no evil thing to ſay of you. Truly, 
the Power of Religion burning within, and 
ſhining. through the Life and Converfatioa of a 
Chriſtian, carries a ſecret Sting of Conviction 
with it; being the fitteſt Means to ſoften the 
moſt obſtinate Sinners into ſome: De Degree of Ap- 
probation of a divine Life. Good Examples, 
where they appear, uſe to ſtir up a Spirit of 
holy Emulation: And are generally accompanied

| Miſſionary and Embaſſador of Jeſus Chriſt; 
which we cannot here altogether omit, wherehy 
every one that takes on him this Office, ought 
! firſt to try and examine himſelf: And that is, 
l the Spirit of Martyrdom. For without this, there 
| can be no great Advantage here expected: ſince, 
| had not the Prophets and Apoſties been ready, on 
all Occaſions, to ſeal their Teſtimony with their 
Lives, add boldly confeſſed the Truth without 
Fear; they would have gained but few Proſe- 
Iytes for certain, if any at all. And we ſhould 
have been in as groſs Darkneſs at this Day, as 
| the moſt ignorant of Heathens, whether in the Eaft 
or the Weft, that we, it may be, pretend to 
| have a Charity for. But if indeed we have a 
| true Charity for them, and ſeck, as we ought, 
| the eternal Salvation of their Souls, benighted 
and loſt in ſo thick a Darkneſs, we ſhall not be 
unwilling to lay down our Lives for them, and 
for fo glorious an End; being our ſelves herein 
as ſecure as it is poſſible to be, that we alſo 
ſhali be no Loſers by it; but, on the contrary, 
lt Gainers to the higheſt Degree. 


Enlargement of the Kingdom of his Lord, and for 
the joy chat is ſet before him, will endeavour 
above all, to finiſh the Warfare committed to 
him, with Patience: and looking ſteadfaſtly to 
Chriſt, both the author and Finiſher of his Miſ-

eſpecially under ſuch Circumſtances as his are, 
for him to find Life, but by voluntarily lohng 
it, and in the Cavſe of God and Truth, pre- 
ſeuting his Body to be a Sacrifice. He will be 
ſure to rememher the Saying of his Lord, that 
the good Shepherd giveth his Life for the Sheep, ( John 
I 1x, 13.) and to will labour to diſtinguiſh him- 
ſelf from the Hireling; and conform himſelf to 


that great Exemplar of Patience and Love that 


is ſet before him, by reſiſting, in like Manner, 
eren unto Death, for the Sake of the Souls 
that are moſt dear to him, and not leave his 
Charge through Fear, when he ſees the Wolf. 
or the Bear coming. For he knows, that by 
overcoming Death thus gloriouſly, his Lite ſha!l 
be hid with Chriſt, ſo that he may be made alive : 
And that to him, after this Victory obtained, it 
will be given to ear of the Tree of Life, which is 
mthe midſt of the Paradiſe of God : And that 
Chriſt will not fail, to crown him with the 
Crown which he promiſed to the Angel of the 
Church of Smyrna, and as many as ſhould imitate

under the Name and Mask of Chriſtians, but do- 
ing all that is poſſible, to keep the Heathens and 
other Infidels from coming into the Pale of the 
Chriſtian Diſpenſation; and furniſhing the Adver- 
faries of Chriſtianity with Arguments againſt the 
Divinity of its own Inſtitution. CES: 
F. 31. All which will, I think; be made to ap- 
pear maniteſtly' from this Collection of Letters; 
which gives us ajuſt Idea of the Sentiments and 
Trejudices of Heathens, with reſpect to the Chri- 
tian Religion and its Profeſſors; with proper 
Hints to be obſerv'd by as many as are inſpir'd 
with a Zeal for propagating the Goſpel of our 
Lord in Foreign Parts. And indeed, it muſt be 
acknowledg'd, that both the Eæſt and Weſt-Iu- 
dians have ſome Rational Prejudices againſt the 
European Chriſtians coming to them, and the 
Methods generally taken for planting a Form of 
Chriſtianity among em. Theſe are worthy of 
the Conſideration of all that are any wiſe em- 


ſpreading of the Goſpel of Truth, and reco- 
vering of Souls out of Darkneſs into Light; as 
without which all their Deſigns, both at Home 
and Abroad, will certainly prove Abortive; and 
very few, if any Conqueſt will be made upon 
the Kingdom of Satan, for the Enlargement of 
the CATHOLICK Church. An Account of ſome 
of theſe prejudices was not many Years ago, given 
by a Letter of one of the Three Swediſh Miſ- 
ſionaries, from about the River .

Dear Friends, 


HE further we find our Selves re- 

moved from you, by the wonderful Pro- 

vidence of God, the more fervent and 

| ſincere grows our Love to you; being 

lured, that as we remember you both before

God, and in ovr daily Converſation, to our my 
tual Joy and Comfort; ſo yon, according g 
your wonted Love, will be no.leſs mindful of ys 
and conſequently gladly receive any account con 
cerning our preſent Circumſtances. Seing the 
we are by the favour of God ſafely arrived in this 
long wiſhed for Harbour, and now lighting on a fal 
opportunity to convey Letters to Europe; we 
thought it our Duty, to ſend you the firſt News of 
our ſurpriſing Preſervation and Happy Voyage 
to theſe Parts; to the Praiſe of God's Goodneſ; 
and Edification of many well-diſpoſed Souls. 
The 29th of November 1705. We imbarqued 
with great joy in a Ship call'd the Princeſs Sophis 
Hedwig, being diſmiſſed by the well-wiſhers to 
our Undertaking with Tokens and Preſents conye- 
nient for our Expedition. This we look'd upon ag 
a pledge, that God had not left our Acquaintance 
contracted in Denmark without a Bleſſing. Thus 
attended with many. hearty wiſhes we cheerfully 
weat on board, hoping that the Preſence of God 
would go before, and lovingly incline unto ns the 
Hearts of that barbarous People we were de- 
figned for. 
The 3oth of November we ſet Sail, and arrived 
the Night following at Helſingoehr. Here a Mart 
ner of our Ship tumbling down from the Main- 
Maſt, miſerably broke his Neck, to our great 
ſurpriſe; and another falling into the Sea, was 
narrowly caught by the Hair and ſaved. The 
wind being contrary, we could not move hence, 
till the 4th of December and the 6th Inſtant we At! 
reach'd in ſtormy weather a Swediſh Harbour, not 
far from Gottenbourgh, ſurrounded with pleaſant 


and delightful Rocks. Here we lay Wind-bound

fled again, and came the next Day into the 
North-Sea, where we both fell Sea-fick, but ſoon 
recovered by the Help of God. The 16th we left 
Norway on the right, and Hitland with other little 
lands on the left; near which a Boy dead of the 
Small Pox was on the fide of our Ship buried in 
the wide Sea, having before a Funeral Sermon 


fern Iſlands call'd Orcades, After this we left 
England and Ireland to the left. The 27th we en- 
ted the Spaniſh Seas, whoſe towring Billows re- 
cired us very ſtoutly, the Ship ſeeming as if it 
were carried through a deep Vale, betwixt two 
bity Mountains. The ſight we had of the mar- 
rlousWorks of God, did not a little chear up our 
pirits. And the more the Storms and Roarings of 
theSeas broke in upon us, the more increaſed the 
ſoy and Praiſe of God in our Mouths; ſeeing we 
have ſuch a potent and powerful Lord for our Fa- 
tier, whom we may daily approach unto, and as 
coafdent Children, put up our Prayers and Peti- 
tions to him. 

The 1ſt of Fan. 1706. We met two Ships bound 
rom America for England. At the firſt ſight, 
ve took them to be French Privateers, and our 
Men fell a charging their Guns, expecting to be 
tacked. But they perceiving our Preparations in 
der to receive them, ſuſpected us likewiſe, 
none truſting to the Colours put up on both ſides. 
Atlaſt they ſent one to inform us who they were,

The 15th we left Cape of Verde t 
on the left Hand. Here we had continually, till wa kn: 
came to the Equinoctical-Line, a ſmall ſide-W ind ont 
The Heat grew ſo piercing, that our Crew, to gel the 
a. little refreſhment, would often throw them ti: 
ſelves into the Sea, and ſtay therein all the whila cor 
the Ship was becalmed. e 

The 9th of Feb. we paſs'd at laſt the “Line very ſuc fro 


ceſsfully. After this we had a contrary Wind toll i 
a matter of eight Weeks together, and wert 
quite driven upon the Coaſts of America, ant 


forced to Sail all along the Coaſt of Braſitia to 15 
wards the South, being but a few Miles from it M 
Under the 18:h degree on this ſide the Equinoctial 


Line, near the Coaſt of America, lies an Iſland,that i} 
ſank into the Sea, called Ambrothos ; and we find fir 
ing our ſelves very near ſtriking upon it, ou lit 
Seamen were not a little afraid, that they ſhould all 


be obliged either to Sail back to the Line, wit ne 
the ſide-· wiud that attended us, and to ſteer thei oft 
Courſe up higher to the Eaſt; or that they mig t. 
ſuffer Shipwrack unawares, as had happen d . Fe 
many before. But by the Help of God we ſa fel De 


got over this difficulty; which cauſed ſuch an eg 
traordinary joy in the w hoOole Company, that oy 
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hay was not only kept as a Day of Thankſgiving, 
dut we had alſo a conſiderable Collection made for 
the Benefit of the Poor. vu :

The 5th of March we paſſed the Tropick of 
Coricorn, being toſſed up and down in the huge 
Ocean, according as we were driven by con- 
tary Winds, and having paſſed ſome degrees, by 
viling forty, ſeventy and more Leagues. At 
kngth, we came ſenſibly again into the Cold, and 
ſ far towards South, as perhaps no Eaft-India 
Ship has ever reached before. The whole Com- 
pany was deſirous to put in at the Cape, partly 
to take in ſome Refreſhment ; partly becauſe we 
knew not, whether we ſhonld from hence find 
out ſo ſtrait a Paſſage to the Eaſt- Indies, as from 
WT the Cape. We ſteer'd therefore our Courſe hi- 
her with as much Expedition as poſſibly we 

could. The 31ſt of March we came to an unknown 
and uninhabited Ifland, call'd Triſtante Conto 
from thence ſailing towards the North-Eaſt, we 
it laſt happily arrived here the 234 of April, af- 
ter we had plyed from Coppenhaguen to the Equi- 
noftical Line 1300, but from thence to this place ö 
1500 Leagues; of which the Pilots by their | 
Mathematical Inſtruments can make a pretty F 
probable gueſs. 7 
And this is a ſhort draught of our Journey thus 
ar finiſh'd, and of the Adventures attending us 
hither. As to the manner of ſpending our time 
al this while, we would have ye know, that 
never a more convenient opportunity has been 
ver'd us, than even this, for gathering in ſome 
true and ſubſtantial wiſdom ſo much pleaſing toGod. 
For the nearer we touch'd upon the very brink of 
Death, the more we endeavoured thoroughly to

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acquaint our ſelves with the Great God, and to 
adore him in Spirit and in Truth; that fo we 
might be readily prepared, whenever the Lord 
ſhould be pleaſed to bury us in the mercileſs Wave; 
of the Sea. And this conſideration muſt needs 
have heen a cauſe of much Good on our ſide. The 
Faculties of ourSouls became hereby more and more 
purified, and conſequently fit, to receive the gracious 
Operatioas of Divine Wiſdom. Our Meditations, 
.and whatever we read, ſaw or heard, in things 
both Spiritual and Natural, we could now, under 
this diſpoſition of mind, deeper penetrate into, 
and improve to its main and genuine ſcope. In 
the Morning, at Noon, and at Night we had 
uſually ſome Exerciſe of Piety in the Ship, hand- 
ling the Word of God, Praying, Singing and 
Praiſing the Lord for all his wonderful Mercies 
vouchſafed unto us. And this proved an excite- 
ment to many others that were about us. The 
reſt of the Day we employed likewiſe in read- 
ing and pondering ſome Scriptures, with ſuch 
Diſcourſes, as might ſtir up the mind to con- 
template the Wonders of God in the Works of 
the Creation, which were now the daily objects 
of our Senſes. Sometimes we endeavour'd to

Further : We found not a little Satisfaction 1

Their ſtrength 
exceeds that of many Men, and they together. 
with their attendance are very pleaſant to look on, 
being never left by em, till they be drawn up by 
Ropes into the Ship. In warm Weather we ſaw 
weryDayFlying-Fiſhes, hovering about us in great 
umbers. It is impoſſible, to mention particularly 
al the ſeveral other Sorts, that came within the 
reach of our ſight. Near the Line, a ſo call'd Se- 
devil (wimming up to us, roved all day 
bng about our Ship, but we could not take him. 
be had great Horns, in thickneſs and length equal- 
ly proportioned, and was for the reſt very 
ghaſtly to look on. We ſaw Birds of many dif- 
kring ſorts. In fair Weather we ſat down on 
the Deck of the Ship, and gave Vent to 6ur 
Mind, rejoicing in the Contemplation of the plea- 
ant Scituation of the Skies and Seas, and from 
thence took an Opportunity, to entertain our 
ſelres with Diſcourſes, concerning the Glory of 
the World to come, and the lively Hope of thoſe 
bat have a Share is it. But beſides this, we had 
n 119 particular Cabin in the Ship, left to our own

To ſum up the whole, we cannot ſufficiently 
thank God for the ſignal Benefits conferred upon 
us, in relation both to Soul and Body, in this 
otherwiſe ſo dangerous Expedition. And ve 
write this to you in a deep Senſe of Humility, 
for no other End, than that you may join with 
us in Prayers and Praiſes; nay; that all ſuch as 
know us, and fincerely ſeek God, might ſee 
with what Glory, Wiſdom and Providence the 
Lord leads thoſe that are of his Houſhold, if 
they do but fully and reſignedly depend upon his 
Paternal Goodneſs, We hoped we ſhould have 
met with, among the Chriſtians here, ſuch Souls, 
as might have a true Hunger and Thirſt after 
the Word of God; moſt of them being German 
Lutherans, left without a Miniſter : but hitherto 
we find little among 'em, beſides a Religion rai- 
fed on Maxims of State and Policy, void of all | 
ſubſtantial Piety and Truth that is in Jeſus. Eve- 
ry one pretends, he cannot ferve God ſo well in 
theſe Parts, as in his own Country; and ſo they 
think they had rather put it quite off, till they | 
come home again. On the contrary, we can't but } 
own, that we found the Dutch here in a far better 
Condition as for matters of Religion. They have Wer 
ſet up a very uſeful Exerciſe for the Catechizing WC: 
of Children. They had their Bibles always ready | 
at hand, and loved to hear us talk of Piety and 
Religion. Their Miniſter is a learned and wiſe | 
Man, and very kind to the Lutherans here. We 
found with him many good Books of ſome of our | 
beſt Divines, and hope our Converfation with 
him, will not prove altogether uſeleſs,” * eg

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fnted him with Mr. Feylinghauſens Fundamens 
ul Principles of Divinity, lately publiſhed. We 
were overjoyed, to hear the Children of the 
Backs anſwer ſo pretrily to all the Queſtions of 
te Chriſtian Religion; but were much amazed 
tv ſee, that the Chriſtians uſe their Slaves fo 
rd, and (as it was ſaid,) deny 'em the Benefit 
of Bayrs/m, whereby they might be initiated into 
the Chriſtian Religion.

We can truly ſay that their Condition moved us ij 
an hearty Compaſſion, giving us at the ſame tim 
a fair Opportunity, to thank God the more ferveny

We found here Mr. Colben, a Student from Hal 
ſent hither from Berlin by the Lord Privy-Coul 
ſcllor Oe, to make Aſtronomical ar N

xr Lodging with a Student from Coningsberg. The 
xt of April, we were upon the ſo called Lion-

Dear Friends, 


INCE the Lord in his infinite Mercy has 
been pleaſed to bring us hither ſafe and ſound, 
re find our ſelves in Duty bound, moſt humbly 
nreturn Thanks for ſo ſignal a Favour, and 
likewiſe to encourage our Friends to join with 
bin ſo noble an Exerciſe ; being fully aſſured, 
tat your Prayers and Good Wiſhes have all along 
tended us hither. After what manner we ar- 
med at the Cape of Good Hope, has been declared 
Ir jou by Letters, ſent by way of England and 
W:mrk, which we hope are come to your Hands. 
Im this place, where (after the mouldy 
lead, dead Beer, and ſtinking Water we had 
hed upon for ſome while) we were refreſhed 
jth good and wholeſome Cheer, we ſailed the 
tehth of May well victualled, and ſoon after 
lob, Wit with great Cold. Returning under the 3orh 
bthe 39th Degree or thereabouts, towards the 
Wh, we had al moſt nothing elſe but Thunder, 
phtning and Hail, with ſuch a violent Storm, 
helike we never perceived beyond the Cape. One 
Wine the upper-part of the Main-Maſt was ſplit 
_— | Into 
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into Three Pieces, and in the Cabin every thin 
was broke with a prodigious Violence, whic 
might have proved very fatal to us, if the Lor 
had nor been pleaſed to prevent it to our no ſma 
Aſtonifhment. The 24th of May we reache 
the great Iſland of Madagaſcar, and ſhortly a 
ter Mauritia. Afterwards we fell ſenſibly a ſecoi 
time into the warm Climate, where our Men we 
again to Fiſhing. Having paſſed the Tropic 
Capricorn on the 13th of June, we came t 
24th to the Maldive-Iſlands. Our Ship was dai 
ſtored with abundance of Birds, of ſo dull a n 
ture, that they of their own accord flew int 
our Hands, or lighting down near us, wou 
play with us. Nay, they wou'd by no Mear 
be turn'd off, till they by force were driven 4 
way. 

The 27th of June we happily paſſed the Eg 
noctical-Line a ſecond time. After having plye 
a few Days, and getting no Sight of the Iſla 
of Ceylon, we begun to be ſomewhat uneaſy, bei 
afraid we had taken the wrong Courſe of ſailing 
We ſounded the Depth with the Plummet eng 
ry Day, and at laſt found our ſelves near fo N 
Land. Soon after perceiving we were got int 
the Tract of Camerin, we failed back again. An
